Council Founder Blasts Group, Urges Council to Disband 











RABBI WOLSEY CALLS MEMBERS 
ASSIMILATIVE, NEGATIVE JEWS

PHILADELPHIA—Rabbi Louis 
Wolsey, one of the founders of 
the American Council for Juda- 
jsm, this week blasted the Council 
as “an unhappy negative move- 
ment of assimilative Jews,” and 
urged the organization to dis- 
golve itself immediately. 

Officially, the Council, a storm 
center in American Jewish life 
pecause of its anti-Zionist battle, 
maintained a stony silence, but 
there were sharp comments from 
Council members and one board 
of directors member in Detroit, 
Lewis C. Frank, resigned. 

Frank, like the other Detroit 
Council director, Julian Wolf- 
ner, expressed the conviction 
that the Council now was need- 
ed more than ever. Frank told 
The Post he was resigning from 
the Council because of the pres- 
sure of other duties. The Coun- 
cil has been thoroughly inac- 
tive in Detroit. 

Adventurers Took Over 

Dr. Wolsey, rabbi emeritus of 
Congregation Rodelph Shalom 
here, said the original purpose of 
the Council which he and 36 other 
rabbis organized in 1942 had been 
perverted by “an influx of mem- 
bers who looked upon the Coun- 
til as a device for assimilation, or 
for adventuring, or as a balm for 
those who did not believe in or- 
ganized religion.” 

He said the time had come 
for the Council members to 
join the rest of world Jewry 
and the United States govern- 
ment in recognizing Israel. 

The claims of the present mem- 
tership that they are Americans 
of Jewish faith and interested in 
the promotion of American Juda- 
ism were scornfully dismissed by 
Rabbi Wolsey. 

“What ‘Jewish faith’ meant 
they did not sny,” he declared. 
“Forsooth it could not have 
been the 10 commandments. 
One of its staff could say offici- 
ally that one might be a mem- 
ber even though he did not be- 
lieve in God—and this state- 
ment Was never repudiated by 
the leaders.”

livered by anyone ever affiliated 
with the group, Wolsey charged 
that the activity of the Council 
soon became “completely nega- 
tive and instead of majoring re- 
ligion, it put its full strength into 
a veto of Zionist ambitions, with 
the result that Jewish national- 
ism, embittered and angry, mov- 
ed forward with greater zeal and 
determination.” 

He added the sardonic com- 
ment that Zionistic success 
“owes much to the negativism 
of the Council.” 

He charged the Council’s lea- 
ders with intolerance of rabbini- 
cal suggestions, snubbing of rab- 
bical cooperation, dictatorialness 
and general irreligiousness. 


Original Membership Gone 

He said that the Council’s rab- 
binical membership of over 40 
has swindled “‘to about five active 
members, one of whom flirts with 
Zinoism and laments there are 
only two sides to a fence.” 

Turning his attention to the 
Council’s program of aid to Eur- 
opean Jewry, Dr. Wolsey said the 
Council “suggested other areas 
of the world besides Palestine for 
immigration but it did nothing 
about it. 


“When offered an opportunity 
of migrating 5,000 families to 
Mexico by invitation of the 
Mexican government, the Coun- 
cil ignored the offer. Its Ameri- 
canism was best represented by 
non-support of the chaplaincy 
in the last war.”

NEW YORK—A face-saving 
formula was being feverishly 
hunted this week in London and 
Washington to settle the apparent 
rift between England and the 
United States on the Palestine 
issue. 

What the formula might turn 
out to be was difficult to guess at 
mid-week. The Post’s Washington 
correspondent reported that Sir 
John Balfour, British Embassy 
Undersecretary, had a two-hour 
closed conference with Undersec- 
retary of State Lovett, no friend 
of Israel and a staunch supporter 
of Anglo-American partnership 
in the Middle East. 

The Post correspondent re- 
ported Sir John and Lovett dis- 
cussed the possibility of a 
world-wide arms embargo 
against all countries in the Mid- 
dle East which at least would 
put an end to Great Britain’s 
continued supplying of arms to 
Arab invaders. 

Seven Arab states (including 
Yemen, where internal difficulties 
made dispatch of troops to Pales- 
tine an extremely unwise risk) 
were notified by the U. S. that it 
was “gravely disturbed by the 
course of present events in Pal- 
estine” and that it wanted them 
to cease fire.

ALL ARAB ATTACKS REPULSED 
IN TWO WEEKS OF AGGRESSION 


TEL AVIV, Israel---’The big push of invading Arab armies into 


Palestine 
powerful 


slowed to a walk this week as the Haganah unleashed 
ground and air counter-attacks and announced that two 


weeks of aggression had brought the invaders not an inch of Jewish 


state territory. 
In the north, nor 


of the Arab armies had been able at mid- 


week to keep their forces on Jewish territory and the Syrians were 
reported to be digging trenches on their side of the border. 

In the south, the Egyptian advance had been cut down to 
scouting forays and there was still no confirmation of the reported 


linking up of Transjordan Le- 
gion forces with the Egyptians 
of Bethlehem, which the 
Arabs had reported as a fact for 
three days running. 


Only in Jerusalem were the 
Israeli fighters on the defensive 
and in midweek Haganah fight- 
ers, hanging on in the old city 
as much for political as for mil- 
itary reasons, fought for the 
hospice of Notre Dame _ de 
France, a key point in the west- 
ern corner of the city. Haganah 
commandos managed to reopen 
the fight for the important 
Sheikh Jarrah quarter of Jerusa- 
lem. 


Neither side paid much at- 
tention to the latest bid of the 
United Nations Security Coun- 
cil where the United States 
shadow-boxed with the British 
over labeling the Arabs as ag- 
gressors. The British felt there 
was some reason to doubt this. 


The original deadline for a 
cease fire order from the Secur- 
ity Council was Monday and the 
Israeli government neatly put

totally free of promises of any 
action stronger than words, It 
was not expected that the Arabs 
would stop their aggression out 
of deference to U. S. wishes. 

U. S. Ambassador Lewis 
Douglas conferred repeatedly 
with British foreign minister 
Ernest Bevin amidst reports 
that Douglas was reading a riot 
act to Bevin, a report discount- 
ed by observers acquainted 
with the strength of pro-Arab 
forces in Washington and Lon- 
don, 

Hopes in anti-Israel quarters in 
those two capitals that the whole 
matter could be talked to death 
ran into a powerful roadblock in 
the United States. 

Rep. Arthur Klein, New York 
Democrat, told The Post that “un- 
less Bevin immediately puts a 
halt to the warfare now being 
waged by British-sponsored ar- 
mies in the Holy Land, I will 
begin an unrelenting campaign 
to shut off our flow of money, 
food, clothes and machinery 
which we are providing Britain 
through special loans and the 
European recovery program.” 

ERP Will Probe 

ERP administrator Paul Hoff- 
man promised Congressional 
critics that he would investigate 

and report to Congress on charges 
that American aid has helped 
Britain arm the invading Arabs. 

The campaign was touched 
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off by the American Zionist 
Emergency Council, supported 
by B’nai B’rith and the cue was 
quickly picked up by Sen. Owen 
Brewster, Maine Republican, 
who said American taxpayers 
were financing the war against 
Israel and demanded an inves- 
tigation. 

Sen. Bridges of New Hamp- 
shire, chairman of the powerful 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee promptly announced his group 
would investigate the relationship 
between U. S. help to England 
and British payrolling of King 
Abdullah and his Transjordan 
Legion. 

Hard Punch At Bevin 

That the new tactic was a tell- 
ing blow was indicated by the 
instant hostile reaction from 
British officials in Washington, 
The Post’s corespondent report- 
ed. He added that the new tactic 
had the complete endorsement of 
President Truman. 

Further evidence that the new 
strategy was biting deep into a 
sensitive portion of the British 
political skin was a report from 
London that England was using 
pressure on the Arabs to cease 
fire and that Bevin was working 
earnestly fr that goal, though he 
was reported as being doubtful 
of success. In view of Britain’s 
absolute control of the Transjor- 
dan Legion, this report was con- 
sidered interesting. 
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the Arab invaders on a hot spot 
by announcing that Haganah 
forces would cease fire on sched- 
ule if the Arabs did. 


Arabs Undisturbed 

The Arabs, -. stalling for time 
and apparently not greatly dis- 
turbed by U.S. thunder for sanc- 
tions and military punishment, 
asked for a 48-hour extension 
which the Security Council 
promptly granted. The Israeli 
government then notified the Se 
curity Council that since the exe 
tension had been granted with- 
out consulting the Jewish repub- 
lic, Israel would reconsider its 
readiness to agree. 

There was some indication that 
the Arabs may use the Security 
Council as a medium to end the 
fighting now that they have 
grabbed the parts of Palestine 
each Arab country has coveted 
since the UN partition decision. 

Mrs. Golda Myerson, the only 
woman member of the Israel pro- 
visional government, arrived in 
the United States to report to the 
United Jewish Appeal and said 
she was confident that there 
would be an early end io the 
conflict. 

Observers said that unless 
the invaders wish to risk a 
major clash with the Haga- 
nah and possible loss of their 


easily-won spoils, they have 
little reason for continued 
fighting. 


The exception was the fight for 
the old city of Jerusalem which 
Arab planes hit from the air this 
week, the first time the Holy 
City has ever been bombed. The 
Arabs were expected to stall on 
any cease fire or truce 
ment until they could capture 
Jerusalem. 

Some Convoys Through 

The prize, at midweek, still 
eluded the Transjordan Legion 
and the Haganah said it had man- 

aged to run some convoys down. 
the Tel Aviv-Jerusalem road to 
help the beseiged Jews in the old 
city. 

The provisional government 
moved to tighten its fighting 
front by proclaiming a state of 
emergency for three months. 
The first decrees issued under 
the emergency’ placed in the 
hands of the Irsaeli all rights 
and authority hitherto vested 
in the British administration 
in Palestine, and made a legal 
citizen of every Jew who lJand- 
ed in Palestine during the man- 
datory regime.

BUT IS IT JEWS, OR WHITE COMPETITION ?

HE widespread damage to 

Jewish-owned stores in Para- 
dise Valley, Detroit’s Negro sec- 
tion, and in New York’s Harlem 
during the race riots of a few 
years ago was, for observers in- 
terested in Jewish problems, one 
of the most significant elemenis 
of those social upheavals. 

That a form of Anti-Semitism 
among American Negroes has 
long existed has been generally 
known but not very deeply stud- 
ied.. One reason is that Negroes 
have lacked the socio-economic 
base to inflict the kind of damage, 
socially, economically and physi- 
cally which Jews have learned 
frequently attends hate move- 
ments in the dominant group. 

First Things First 

It is natural that Jewish de- 
fense agencies, with plenty of 
real threats to occupy them, have 
not concerned themselves too 
much with Negro hatred of Jews. 
The moral aspects of Negro-Jew- 
ish relationships have occupied 
some liberals and some elements 
of the rabbinate but constructive 
action has largely been lacking. 

A second reason is that Jews 
who usually go into Negro sec- 
tions to set up as merchants tend 
to be among the least socially- 
eonscious personality types, often 
eut off from organized Jewish 
eommunal life in their cities and 
generally of small consequence as 
eitizens of either the general or 
the Jewish community. (NJP 
April 28, 1947). 

Studied Chicago Negroes 

These and other reasons have 
eontributed to a gap in knowledge 
ef the relationships of the two 
minority groups. In a preliminary 
effort to fill that gap, Harold L. 
S. Sheppard, a University of Wis- 
eonsin sociologist, went into Chi- 
cago’s Bronzeville to learn just 





what the dimensions of Negro 
anti-Semitism might be. 

Sheppard chose to study the im- 
pact of Jewish business activity 
in the Negro section as the basis 
of his research. He found that, 
contrary to the usual situation of 
one businessrnan’s association in 
a neighborhood, Bronzeville had 
two—an all-Negro Businessmen’s 
Association and a Biracia] Busi- 
nessmen’s Association. 

The All-Negro group came 
first and developed, Sheppard 
found, from the rise of a new 
ideology during the pre-depres- 
sion era in Negro life: the idea 
that Negroes could develop 
their own business institutions, 
particularly in small business, 
and win economic independence 
and social advancement in the 
American tradition by their own 
efforts. 

In the 1920’s, Sheppard found, 
Negro newspapers pointed to 
Jewish merchants as models for 
Negro businessmen to follow. But 
the depression of the 1930's 
blasted Negro business hopes and 
brought to the fore such factors 
as the limitations of the Negro 
market, the low buying power of 
the Negro masses and the 
strength of white competition. 

Chauvinism, Not Radicalism 
The disillusionment led, not to 

radicalism, but to strong chau- 
vinism. Unlike the typical busi- 
nessmen’s association, the All- 
Negro group sought support of 
the Negro consumer “on the self- 
assumed role of race protector.” 
“Patronize Your Own” and “Buy 
Where You Work” were slogans 
to symbolize this race conscious- 
ness, 

The Jewish merchants became 
targets of this newly-upsurging 
chauvinism in the business sphere 
for two reasons. First, chauvin- 
ism leads traditionally to the lo-

cation of some enemy as the sym- 
bol around which adherents can 
be collected and mobilized. Sec- 
ond, the Jewish merchant was a 
powerful competitior of the new 
Negro small business class, 

To this increasing antagon- 
ism of one of the more alert 
and independent classes of Ne- 
groes and to the significance of 
the damage to Jewish-owned 
stores in the riots, the Jewish 
merchants responded with the 
Biracial association. 

Sheppard found that its mem- 
bership was 80 per cent white, 
nearly all of them Jewish. To as- 
sure some Negro community sup- 
port for the biracial group, the 
majority white group stepped 
aside for some prominent Ne- 
groes to take leading positions. 

“In mid-1945, although Ne- 

groes made up (only) 20 per 
cent of the total membership, 





N. Y. Couple Start Six-State Letter Drive To Politicos: 
“Want Our Vote? Then Do Right by Palestine-Or Else”

NEW YORK—Nobody will ever know just 


how effective a young New York couple were 
in their one-family campaign to needle their 
representatives with unabashed threats to work 
against politicians politically if they 
<a failed to back Zionist aspirations. 

o But Morris and Martha Herman 
think it helped a lot and they are 
all set to swing into action again if 
the United States. stalls on lifting of the arms 
embargo or on stopping Arab aggression. 

Last January the Hermans decided they 
were fed up with the finagling of the Uw. &. 
on the Palestine issue and they didn’t think 
much of U. S. Zionist leadership, either. 

They contacted five friends, got them to 
print hundreds of petitions and to send hun- 
dreds of letters to Zionists in New York, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Philadelphia, Hartford, Newark 
and Jersey City. 

Then they hunted up their congressman 
and talked to him in the same blunt lan- 
guage they had put into the petitions and 
letters. 

‘Tt is our democratic perogative to vote our 
representatives out of office if they do not rep- 
resent their constituents,” they said. “Either 
you fellows come across or we’re going to 
hand it to you come election time.” 

As anyone at all acquainted with the facts 
of American political life knows, such tactics— 
sometimes more smoothly, sometimes less so— 
are constantly used by all sorts of pressure 
groups. But proposals for such pressure by 
Zionists have always run into a lot of objec- 
tions, particularly from anti-Zionists. 

Did it work? The 29-year-old Herman thinks 
it did. A member of his family sent a tele- 
gram to J. Howard McGrath, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, asserting: “T

am pledged to vote against the Democratic 
party unless affirmative action is forthcoming 
on Palestine.” 

The very next morning, McGrath wired 
back, “I back your views 100 per cent. Doing 
all I can to get the President’s support. .. ” 

Herman himself worked on Rep. Arthur 
Klein, New York, who had been “strangely 
silent on the Palestine issue.” Klein pro- 
tested, but when Herman finished with his 
unorthodox letter-writing campaign, the 
econgressman’s attitude changed, Thereaft- 
er, Klein regularly called Herman, asking, 

“Well, what do you want me to do now?” 

The Hermans started by mapping out a pro- 
gram of action with five friends. They divided 
leading American cities into sectors. Each 
took upon himself the writing of 150 letters a 
week to Zionist leaders and to visit local Zion- 
ist groups to whom they gave petitions, all 
addressed to McGrath and congressmen. 

When the campaign really got rolling, 
non-Zionists and non-Jews jointd. It at- 
tracted the attention of Dr. Israel Gold- 
stein, American Zionist Emergency Council 
official, who wrote the Hermans several] let- 
ters explaining that the Council could not 
officially embark on such a frankly politic- 
al campaign but commended the Hermans 
for doing so. 

The political action campaign cost the Her- 
mans and their five allies about $100 each and 
three months of “frenzied activity and short- 
ened tempers.”

they constituted 42 per cent of 
the association’s officers and 
directors,’ Sheppard found. 


The members of the All-Negro 
association regarded the other or- 
ganization as merely another ex- 
ample of the organized effort of 
the white merchants to weaken 
the drive for a successful Negro 
business class. Charges are made 
frequently that the white mem- 
bers of the Biracial group are 
trying to ‘appease” Negro mer- 
chants and to “pacify” the Negro 
public into accepting whites as 
the natural group to do business 
in Bronzeville. 

Sheppard dismisses as inade- 
quate any easy explanations that 
fascist propaganda is enough to 
explain hatred of Jews in Negro 
sections. He sees a change in the 
social structure of the Negro so- 
ciety in America as Negroes 
strive for greater economic se- 
curity and opportunity. These 
changes have been inevitably ac- 
companied by the disruption of 
the traditional relationship be- 
tween Negroes and the dominant 
white group. 

Out of this social change has 
eome 2 conflict between two 
minority groups. The Jewish 
merchants are easily noticeable 
in Bronzeville and they tradi- 
tionally have been the scape- 
goats of many social move- 
ments. They serve the same 
purpose—with special features 
growing out of the status of 
Negroes versus white domin- 
ance—in the new bid of Ne- 
groes for better social and eco- 
nomic status. 

Sheppard admits his study is 
a tentative one and that it leaves 
a whole host of questions un- 
touched. For instance, the Negro 
merchants in Bronzeville obvious- 
ly are being less anti-Jewish than 
anti-white. If most white mer- 
chants in Bronzeville were non- 
Jews, the competitive element 
would be the same, and so would 
the Negro reaction of antagonism. 

This theory does not explain 
why Negro mobs smashed Jewish- 
owned stores, other than on the 
highly unlikely assumption that 
the smashing was done only by 
Negro merchants, disposing or 
damaging their white rivals at a 
eonvenient time. 

But the question still remains: 
when a Negro says “dirty Jew” 
is he expressing the malodorous 
emotions of white bigots or simp- 
ly using a handy substitute for 
“dirty white’?

ist Zionists and the Irgun, since 
the original boundaries of the 
Mandate includeed Transjor- 
dan. 

Tobey and two other pro-Zion- 
ist Senators, Republican Wayne 
Morse of New Hampshire and 
Democrat Dennis Chavez of New 
Mexico, called the three-day con 
ference. 

Strong Support, Says Tobey 

The Biddle report was comple. 
ted May 10 but it was withheld 
Tobey said, while participants in 
the conference were polled. He 
said that more than 60 memebrs 
of Cangress, as well as legal and 
economic experts, have subscrib- 
ed to the findings.

Dr. Brodie To Be 
Chief British Rabbi 


LONDON—Dr. Israel Brodie is 
scheduled to succeed the late Dr, 
Joseph Hertz as chief rabbi of 
the United Hebrew Congrega 
tions of the British Common- 
wealth and Empire. 

It was announced this week he 
will be invited to accept the post 
by a resolution at the Chief Rab- 
binate Conference here May 30. 
Dr. Hertz died in January, 1946, 
and the post has been vacant 
since.

Council Says Israel “Foreign State” to U. S. Jewry 
Jewish TW YORK—The American Council for Judaism declared 
this week that Israel is a foreign state to Americans of Jewish 
faith and is not the state or homeland of the Jewish people. It 
expressed the hope that the Zionist movement and the Provision- 
al Government of Israel would make clear the complete sever- 
ance—political and national—of Jews who are citizens of other 
nations, from the new state in Palestine. 

“Israel can in no way represent those of Jewish faith who 
are citizens of other nations,” the Council added in a formal 
statement authorized by the executive committee headed by 
Lessing J. Rosenwald, president. “It cannot bestow rights upon 
them or exact obligations from them. American citizens have 
no right to participate in the political life of Israel except 
through the proper agencjes and procedures of the government 
of the United States,” the statement asserted.

WAXMAN'S “HANDBOOK OF JUDAISM” 
HAILED AS MAJOR CONTRIBUTION 


A Handbook of Judaism 
by Meyer Waxman, 
Bloch Pub. Co.., New York, $3.50

R. Meyer Waxman, profes- 

sor at the Hebrew Theologi- 
cal College, Chicago, author of 
the monumental “History of Jew- 
ish Literature” and other works, 
and prolific writer on Jewish 
themes in Hebrew, Yiddish, and 
English, has enriched Anglo- 
Jewish letters with another im- 
portant contribution. In his pre- 
face to the “Handbook of Juda- 
ism” Dr. Waxman explains the 
reason for issuing the new vol- 
ume: 


‘The author feels that in this 
period of Jewish history, when 
Jewish life and though are under- 
going many changes, it is desir- 
able to provide a succinct state- 
ment of the traditional Jewish 
pattern of life and though for the 
average Jew and non-Jew as well. 
Such a compilation may serve at 
the least as a backdrop against 
which the varied patterns of our 
day may be viewed. It is true 
that there are many works on the 


subject of the Jewish religion 
but the duthor believes they fail 
to meet this need. ... 

“The author, however, has 


sought to avoid writing as a par- 
tisan. He has attempted rather 
to present the point of view mir- 
rored in the long history of Ju- 
daism as it is imbedded in the 
sources to which all works must 
resort. If the result is rather close 
to the orthodox viewpoint, it is 
because the bulk of Jewish his- 
tory and the sources themselves 
point in that direction. There is 
here no attempt at apology or 
justification of a point of view. 
The material presented is based 
upon the sources and every detail 
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can be corroborated by state- 
ments from the great authorities 
of our tradition.” 

The book is divided into two 
major sections. Part 1 deals with 
the “Institutions of Judaism” 
(the Sabbath, Festivals, Prayer, 
Dietary Laws, the Family). Part 
2 discusses the “Principal views 
of Judaism” (God and the World, 
Man and Israel in Relation of 
God, Eethical and Social Ideals). 
There is also an _ introductory 
chapter on “What is Judaism?” 
and a concluding chapter con- 
sisting of a Glossary which de- 
fines a number of basic terms 
used in theological discussions 
(such as Halakah, Agada, Mish- 
nah, etc.). 

Although Dr. Waxman writes 
from the standpoint of orthodoxy 
he still recognizes the evolution- 
ary principle in the history of 
Judaism. He says, “To grasp the 
meaning of Judaism one has to 
survey the principal stages of its 
development and its gradual 
growth through the constant in- 
teraction between it and the -life 
and destiny of the people. This 
interaction was as heterogeneous 
as the life and vicissitudes of the 
Jewish people; for Judaism in 
spite of its fundamental belief 
that it is of a divinely revealed 
character is a more or less com- 
plete form, is simultaneously a 
religion of life and of an essen- 
tially practical nature. Its pur- 
pose was to guide, shape, and 
mould the life of a group in its 
various manifestations. And as it 
discharged its function through 
the ages it was in turn affected, 
moulded and shaped by that life 
as well as expanded and en- 
larged by the reception of many 
extraneous elements arising out 
of the variegated historical vicis- 
situdes of the people.” 

It should be perfectly clear to 
everyone that world Jewry, and 
more particularly American 
Jewry, is now in a stage of tran- 
sition. American Jews have made 
several attempts to reproduce 
certain types of overseas Judaism 
but failed. During recent decades 
we have subsisted only on mo- 
mentum. Such a situation cannot 
endure long. If we are to survive 
on these shores we must have a 
“native” Judaism which, while 
basing itself on the old, must 
adapt itself to the newer times 
and conditions. In order to make 
sure of the material which we are 
to use in the new structure we 
must first of all be sure of what 
the old has to offer. This will ex- 
plain the several attempts which 
have been made recently in the 
direction of reorienting ourselves 
in basic and historic Judaism.

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PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Once 
as now, I was no friend of nation- 
alism. I saw its evils all over 
the world; I looked upon it as a 
curse to civilization and it was 
not within me to be patient with 
the people of the Torah espous- 
ing and imitating its unwhole- 
some ways of life. Nationalism 
meant the inferiority of others; 
and the belief in one’s superior- 
ity must lead to bitterness and 
war. I could not join the Zionist 
movement in a day when we pro- 
fessed equality and fraternity, 
particularly when its nationalism 
was paramount to immigration 
and other humane causes. When 
one of its official leaders could 
say: “We want no refugee phil- 
anthropy; we want a state,” it 
seemed intellectually and morally 
impossible to oppose nationalism 
to humanitarianism. The mood 
seemed to define nationalism un- 
democratically and unacceptably. 


When, however, many of my 
colleagues in convention assem- 
bled, moved that a Jewish army 
based on Palestine should be cre- 
ated, this logical result of nation- 
ailstic thinking moved me to or- 
ganize in 1942 what has become 
The American Council for Juda- 
ism. Thirty-six rabbis assembled 


to inaugurate’ this _ religious 
movement—and many others 
wrote in their support of the 


project. The avowed purpose of 
this company was unexceptional- 
ly religious, 

The stenographic account of 
the sessions lasting from June 
1 to 3, 1942, in Atlantic City, bear 
out the contention that this was 
a great religious gathering, de- 
voted to a positive Judaism and 
to its defense against every 
movement that threatened to ab- 
sorb or subordinate or eliminate 
it. 

Many people throughout the 
country besought me to trans- 
form it into a lay movement with 
lay leaders. To this we all glad- 
ly acceded for quite obvious rea- 
sons. Under that, leadership we 
sought to implement our philoso- 
phy, and yielded readily to the 
definition of our Jewish identity 
as vested in being “Americans of 
Jewish faith.” What happened, 
however, was an influx of mem- 
bers who looked upon the Council 
as a device for assimilation, or 
for adventuring, or as a balm 
for those who did not believe in 
organized religion..: What “Jewish 
faith” meant, they did not say. 
Forsooth, it could not have been 
the Ten Commandments. One of 
its staff could say officially that 
one might be a member even 
though he did not believe in God 
And this statement was never 
repudiated by the leaders. 

‘When the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations moved 
that it ally itself with a Zionist 
organization, the vice president 
of the Council moved that the 
resolution for.a lay Council be 
made unanimous. 

Kits activity became completely 
negative, and instead of majoring 
religion it put its full strength 
into a veto of Zionistic ambitions 
with the result that Jewish na- 
tionalism—embittered and angry 
—moved forward with greater 
zeal and determination. Zionistic 
success owes much to the nega- 
tivism of the Council. I am re- 
minded of an observation made 
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to me by the late Prof. 
Abrahams who said he hag re 


marked to his Zionistéc 
leagues that what Zionism 

ed to arouse it from its indolencg 
of 40 years ago, was some 
opposition. The Council Provided 
a, 

Add to all this the leaderg’ in 
tolerance of rabbinical suggeg, 
ions, its snubbing of rabbinica} 
co-operation, its ignoring of its 
own resolutions to CO-opt rabbip, 
ical service, its indictment of dis. 
couraged rabbis as living in fea 
of their congregations, its licta, 
torialness and general irreligioyg. 
ness—and one realizes that its 
rabbinical membership of ove 
40 dwindled to about five actiye 
members (one of whom flirty 
with Zionism and laments tha 
there are only two 
fence). 


And what of its service to a 
harried European Jewry? It Sug. 
gested other areas of the worl 
to which to migrate, but it dig 
nothing about it! When offerey 
the opportunity of migrating 5. 
000 families to Mexico by invita, 
tion of the Mexican government, 
the Council ignored the offer, 
Its Americanism was best repre. 
sented by non-support of the 
chaplaincy in the last war. }t 
seemed to stand in terror of Jey. 
ish immigration to Palestine, lest 
they form “a foreign” govern. 
ment there. 


All in all, it developed into an 
unhappy negative movement of 
assimilative Jews, of Jews horri 
fied by the possibilities of anti. 
Semitism, or of Jews who were 
afraid of losing their fortunes 
and who planned to hie away to 
the Smoky Mountains. 

As a matter of intellectual ip 
tegrity and as a Jew concerned 
for the welfare of Judaism and 
his people, I could no longer pact 
with this organization; and two 
years ago I resigned its vice 
presidency, and recently I with 
drew from it alltogether. I he 
lieve that the Council no longer 
serves any useful purpose, and 
as its disillusioned founder I call 
upon it to dissolve, and to give 
itself to positive Jewish values 
anl movements—the chief of 
which is our religion and our peo 
ple. 

I had always felt that the Zion 
ists had made a tactical mistake 
in the Biltmore Resolution of May 
1942 proclaiming “that Palestine 
be established as a Jewish Com 
monwealth integrated in the 
structure of the new democratk 
world.” 

If it had not committed itself to 
this nationalistic ideology, it # 
my judgment that Arab national 
ism might not have been pro 
voked, that larger immigration 
might have been effected, that 
more lives would have been saved, 
that no such tragedy as th 
Struma imcident would have oc 
curred, and above all that the 
present military situation in Pal 
estine might not have presented 
itself. 

As a matter of fact this Resolv 
tion passed by the Palestine Ev 
ecutive of the Jewish Agency, did 
not have a unanimous vote. Such 
organizations as the Ihud, the 
Hashomer Hatzair and the Left 
Poale Zion voted against it. It 
nationalism provoked a_ similar 
nationalism among the Arabs- 
and therein lay a grim situation. 

If the Zionists had committed 
themselves to colonization am 
had established a home for them 
selves in Palestine with freedom

- Jop'S WRATH INVOKED ON BRITAIN; 


"HER FLAG TRAILS IN MUD AND SHAME” 


Many months ago, at a time when Bevin was repeating almost 
daily that Britain was determined to get out of Palestine, come 
what may, I wrote here that not a word he uttered was to be 
pelieved and that, to the contrary, Britain was pursuing a sly, con- 

torial policy designed to ensure contined domination of Pal- 
estine by the erstwhile holders of the mandate. 

Events since have served to strengthen my 
eonviction, and though British plans have to a 

extent miscarried, there is continuing evi- 

dence that they do not want to give up the Holy 
Land and are prepared to go to any length to 
remain in that couhtry and to rule it, at least 
to the extent that they control and manipulate 
guch countries as Transjordan. 

Referral of the Palestine problem to the Uni- 
ted Nations in the first place was an obvious 
dodge. Bevin was certain that the U.N. would 
never come to agreement on any solution, and 
that with the expiration of the mandate he would be freed from 
al] the legal and binding annoyances of that document—annoy- 
ances which the governing power had been compelled to circum- 
yent by such devices as the White Paper. What would be more 
convenient than elimination of the mandate and continued British 
control in the absence of any other decision? 

It was only the final pressure of U. S. support for parti- 
tion last November which caused these plans to fail. Bevin 
then bet that partition could never be enforced, and that cha- 
os in the country would cause the U. N., lacking a military 
force of its own, to beg British troops to remain. Bevin would 
refuse, of course, yielding only at U. N. insistence, and at his 
own price. 


AGAIN THERE WAS A bug in his plans, this time in the 
heroic defense of the Jews. The volunteer Arab armies which in- 
filtrated the country were roundly thrashed on every hand, and 
it appeared that the Jews would be in a position to enforce par- 
tition all by themselves. Indeed, at one point matters were mov- 
ing so swiftly, it will be recalled, that the British were compelled 
to interrupt their “evacuation” and to rush thousands of mors 
troops to Palestine. 

The British Colonial Office had given the Jews every chance 
to bow out gracefully, and accept a compromise, There had been 
the opportunity at the U. N. There had been the advice to post- 
pone proclamation of the Jewish State. The Jews had refused, and 
made it quite clear that they wanted neither British advice nor 
British aid. 

And so Bevin plays his last card. He has pulled out all 
stops, has given the go-ahead signal to his Arab puppets, and 
has staked all on this war which will not stop, according to 
his plans, until Jewish Palestine has been completely crushed. 
The lengths to which Britain will go in this last effort to re 
tain its power in the Middle East must not be underestimated. 
There can no longer be compromise, The only alternatives now 
are Jewish victory—or utter Jewish destruction. 

The British have lied on every hand. Two months ago they 
promised that the British-led Arab Legion of Transjordan would 
leave the country before the mandate expired. Three weeks ago 
they announced that every British officer had been withdrawn from 
th Legion. And today it is revealed that 40 British officers still 
lead the Legion—the Legion which has violated Jerusalem despite 
the U. N.-arranged truce in the Holy City. 


LAST WEEK BRITAIN calmly announced from London that 
military subsidies to Transjordan and arms supplies to other Arab 
countries would continue in the absence of any proof that there 
had been aggression—this at a time when shells were raining on 
the Hebrew University and Hospital, and bombs dropping daily 
from the sky on Tel Aviv.

claim. That Jews have set up 
and proclaimed a government on

[ AL SEGAL Speaks Again For PALESTINE COMPROMISE 





LL the things that Israel used to make so 
much of seemed suddenly to have be- 
come trivial in the presence of tragic events. 
I had planned to fill this column full of advice 
for the nine youths who on May 29 will be 
ordained as rabbis by the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege in our town. But what of that at this 
historic moment? 

And there’s the question—Jewish state or 
no—that has been fiercely troubling a lot of 
citizens. What compassionate 
man may argue farther on 
that issue, inasmuch as a 
Jewish state is in being by a 
proclamation to which the 
makers are as sacredly dedi- 
cated as were the signers of 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence? 

I have just looked up the 
last words of the American 
Declaration: “With a firm 
reliance on the protection of Divine Provi- 
dence we mutually pledge to each other our 
lives, our fortunes and our sacred honor.” The 
Palestinian proclamation is a similar dedica- 
tion of courageous spirits. 

Those of us who have differences with poli- 
tical Zionists—as I have and still do—must 
retreat from the high pride of our opinion 
with reverential respect for the young men 
who are dying for the sake of a thing we 
ourselves couldn’t believe in. We thundered our 
opposition comfortably from the speakers’ 
tables in the grand dining halls of hotels, or 
from the safety of a columnist’s typewriter. 
These boys die for their idea on the hillsides 
and in the valleys.

THAT BOY EZRA may be among them. 
Ezra came poignantly to the consciences of 
a lot of us the other evening after we were 
through with cocktails and dinner at one of 
the hotels. It was a dinner given in connection 
with the United Jewish Appeal. The speaker, 
Rabbi Meyer Abramovitz of New York, was 
telling us about Ezra. 

Ezra was 19 (he looked like 12, though) 
when Rabbi Abramovitz first met him at the 
Buchenwald camp in Germany where a lot 
of the displaced are being kept. Ezra lay on a 
cot, emaciated, almost like the dead whom our 
U. S. soldiers found in heaps when, on their 
victorious march through Germany, they came 
to Buchenwald. A year later Rabbi Abramo- 
vitz was in Palestine, 

In a Jewish farm colony he came upon 

a strong, well-browned young man driving 
a . This was Ezra again, but a new

I couldn’t argue with 
today among the embattled hosts of Israel. 
I would be ashamed to suggest that a Jewish 
state is nothing for him to be fighting for and 
maybe dying for. .. “Oh, Ezra, you must con- 
sider all the columns I ‘have written against 
the idea of a Jewish state.” 


INSTEAD I FIND myself praying for vic- 
tory for Ezra. My prayers carry Ezra not to 
political position in Palestine but to a cool 


valley under his own fig trees where he rests 
in the heat of the day. Ezra’s own prayer 
must be like David’s in the Psalms: “The Lord 
is my light and my salvation; whom shail 1 
fear?. . . Though an host should encamp 
against me, my heart shall not fear; though 
war should arise against me, in this I wifl be 
confident.” 

There can be no more quarelling with 
people like Ezra by people like myself who 
have felt so sure of their judgments. The 
better part of those who reject the idea 
of a Jewish state is at least humble in the 
presence of Ezra and all the boys like 
him. I pray for Ezra that he may live to 
gather the fruit of his toil on the trac- 
tor; that he may receive in full measure a 
life good enough to even up for him the 
living death he had to take in Poland, 
Germany; that Palestine shall be fulfilled 
for him. 

But Palestine is not going to be fulfilled 
in a civil war in which Jews and Arabs de- 
stroy each other. Even if there is a victory 
Ezra will return from the battles to resume 
his future in the shambles of the good past, 


’ (Already fruitful colonies have been devas- 


tated; the toil of 30 years consumed by war’s 
destruction). Though I hope for it, I know 
there can be no victory for Ezra even if he 
wins the war. War has no victories and out 
of a Palestine war may flow a fire to consume 
all mankind. 

Ezra must be spared; Ezra and ali the 
other fine, eager boys in Palestine; they 
and all the youth of the world. This is the 
pledged mission of the United Nations. 
The bright dream of those who established 
the United Nations in 1945 didn’t enconr 
pass a debating society. The United Na- 
tions was to be the blessed intermediary 
among quarreling peoples and was was to 
be forever outlawed. 

Ezra is willing to lay down his life but 
he shouldn’t have to in a civilized order which 
the United Nations was dedicated to create. 
In civilization, peoples meet together and make 
compromises and come to agreements to be 
sacredly kept by physical enforcement, if ne- 
cessary. 


BY CONSULTATION and compromise Jews 
and Arabs should find a way to live together 
in Palestine. By compromise the Jews may 
not get the fullness of the Jewish state that 
has been proclaimed, but it will be the full- 
ness of victory if, under the United Nations, 
they achieve guarantees of a good, safe and 
prosperous life with sanctuary for more peo- 


“ple like Ezra from Buchenwald and Dachau. 


If Ezra, in peace and security, can take up his 
tractor again, he will not miss exclusive poli- 
tical power in Palestine. He will praise God 
who leadeth him beside the still waters. 
War, carred to a bitter end of total de- 
struction, may win a Jewish state for 
Ezra and his kin, but will it win peace and 
plenty? Can there be peace in a land en- 
compassed by the hate of the defeated? 
Can there be plenty amid devastation? 
Palestine will not be solved by war but by 
practical assertion of the purpose for which 
the United Nations was estabilshed. Palestine 
is not a Jewish problem or an Arab problem. 
It belongs to united mankind.

E visited a class at the University of In- 

diana Extension the other night with a 
friend who is taking a course there in psy- 
chology. For some time, she had been telling 
us about the instructor, Ralph Schofield, who 
combines thorough knowledge of his field with 
a warm human understanding which makes 
his students feel that they are talking prop- 
lems through with a wise friend. 

The final examination was over and this 
particular class session was devoted to free 
discussion of problems of persona] adjustment, 
since the course was “Social Aspects of Per- 
sonality.” The matter of jealously among chil- 
dren in the same family came up and of course 
we were interested. It is such a_ universal 
problem. 

Several people expressed opinions and gave 
examples from their own experiences, But 
soon, under the instructor’s guidance, the opin- 
ion began to develop that it is not the individ- 
ual expression of jealousy that parents have 
to cope with but an underlying difficulty’ that 
must be found and corrected. Often the real 
trouble is a feeling of insecurity—not being 
sure he is loved and wanted—that makes Bob- 
by try to hit his new baby sister or brother. 
We can make Bobby understand—by reasoning 
or force—that he must not hurt the baby but 
that does not take care of the problem. 

The next time Bobby feels that the 
baby stands in the way of attention he 
wants he will again feel jealous and will 
show it, perhaps in some other- way, like 
hiding the baby’s things, or bed-wetting 
or demanding to be fed. 

The only thing we can do is to make Bobby 
feel so sure of our love for him and of his im- 
portance in our scheme of things that it will 
not be necessary for him to show resentment. 

It was pointed out that the child’s reason- 
ing and ours is very different. He may think 
that because a baby is fed every four hours 
and he gets food put on the table for him 
three times a day, that there is a correspond- 
ing difference in the amount of love his par- 
ents feel for him and the baby. 

Sometimes all the talking and reasoning 
in the world can’t correct Bobby’s impres- 
sion. In that case, said Mr. Schofield, feed 
Bobby on the baby’s schedule. It won’t be 
long before he discovers he prefers other

BY CHILD'S JEALOUSY OF NEW BABY 


mand but you will have convinced him— 

on his own level of understanding-—-that 

you love him just as much as you do the 
baby. 

If we could think out each action, there 
might not be jealously between brothers anq 
sisters. But parents are human beings with 
too much to do. We become upset when three 
demands are made on us at the same time ang 
we settle things the best we can under the 
circumstances. Children, who are naturally in. 
terested only in themselves, may misread our 
actions and may feel rejected with no rea] 
cause. They will show jealousy of the one they 
think gets undue attention. 

Even if we cannot help it, we can under. 
stand that jealousy is a natura] reaction to 
certain situation. 

“How many adults are not jealous at 
some time or other?” asked the instructor, 
“If a boy likes a girl and another boy 
comes along to threaten the relationship, 
what do you have? Jealousy! If a woman 
sees her neighbor getting the materia] 
things or the social recognition she would 
like to attain—what does she feel? Jeal- 
ousy! It is not peculiar to children.” 

The discussion went on to other manifesta. 
tions of underlying difficulties in children an@ 
adults and finally we asked, “Don’t parents 
have a responsibility to train their children go 
that they may be saved all these personality 
troubles in adult life?” 

Mr. Schofield grinned. “Yes,” he answered, 
“we'd all like to be saviors. It can’t be done. 
Our children have to make their own mistakes 
and learn for themselves.” 

There are only two things, he went on, that 
parents can do to save their children from un- 
happiness in later years. One is to give them 
a feeling of security at home to make them 
sure that we love them—good or bad, stupid 
or brilliant—we love them. 

The other is to make home a place where 
they can talk about anything that is on their 
minds, anything at all, with the assurance that 
their parents will not be shocked or jump on 
them with displeasure. 

Too many adults who are driven to the of- 
fice of psychiatrists to free their minds grew 
up in homes where they did noi dare to say 
what they thought.

Al Jolson’s radio career started when NBC was less than four- 
teen months old. On January 4, 1928, Al appeared on the air sing- 
ing “Sonny Boy,” fhe song that turned the Hollywood movie stu 
dios permanently to the sound track. In 1932 he came to the net- 


work again for his first regular series. In 1933 Al took over the 


Kraft Music Hall on NBC. There followed several more programs, 
and then through the years innumerable guest appearances. In 
October, 1947, the Jolson radio career turned full circle, and Al,

mellowed with a lifetime of show business, from Lew Dockstad- 
ers Minstrels to Technicolor movies, was again the star of the 
Kraft Music Hall. 

The result: Each Thursday night the living room of Amer- 
ican homes are lighted with a new brilliance—the glamor of 
the footlights of a thousand-and-one nights of great entertain- 
ment glowing down the years to the present, 

Today a new generaion of youngsters is taking Al to its heart, 
while an older one sits back and dreams, happy with the mem- 
cries Al evokes. Both are grateful for the fact that they “ain’t 
heard nothin’ yet.” 


BACK IN 1934 Al told a. 3 he was through with the stage 
forever, because, he said: “If an actor stays on the stage for 20 
years, everyone thinks he’s a hundred.” Today it has become the 
fashion to make jokes about Al’s age. Al will never be old. As 
long as he cares to sing, he will be known as one of the truly great 
personalities of show business. 

“How old are you really, Al?” I asked him this week, as we 
were having lunch. Said Al: “Frankly, I don’t know how old I am. 
I was born in Russia and there was no birth certificates at that 
time. My birthdate was engraved, as was the custom, on a silver 
cup. When times were bad, my family sold the cup to buy food. I 
think I’m 60 but my father and mother could never agree on the 
date on my Silver cup.” 

Al is tremendously pleased over the sensational success of 
his film “The Jolson Story,” which has turned out to be one of 
the greatest moneymakers in the history of the movies. ‘Not 
bad for a guy 60 years old, is it?” he said beaming. “And I 
feel as strong as a horse in addition to that as well! I’d be 
willing to make a bet with you that if we ever got into a fight, 

I could take on Cantor and Jessel with one hand tied behind 
my back!” 

Jolson tries to lead as simple a life as possible, but he still 
continues knocking himself out—for all kinds of charity drives, 
United Jewish Welfare Funds, banquets in honor of distinguished 
people, Palestine relief shows, cancer broadcasts and Red Cross 
appeals. It’s in his blood. He’ll go on doing it forever. And he 
knows he loves every minute of it. 

“The only time I really get burned up,” he explained, “is when 
my radio producers or film directors tell .me not to do a certain 
thing or say a certain word ‘because it’s too Jewish!’ Right then 
and there I feel like punching them in the nose! I’ve always been 
proud of the fact that I’m a Jew and it gripes me to see others 
asking to tone down on that fact. Why should I? What have I got 
to hide? I’ve never lost any listeners or movie-goers because I 
said ‘Nu?’ on the air. It didn’t take me very much time to con- 
vince them that my father had been a very orthodox rabbi and 
that the word ‘Nu’ was part of my daily vocabulary.”

irte herring. 

MARINIRTE (PICKLED) HERRING 

Number 1 
12 milch herring, whole or sliced 2 tablespoons pepper 
4 large onions, sliced 1 tablespoon sugar 
2 lemons, sliced 12 bay leaves 
3 cups vinegar 1 large apple, grated if desired 
2 tablespoons dry mustard 

Soak herring over night. Drain, remove entrails, but reserve 
milch. Slice, if desired. Place in a stone jar in layers, with bay 
leaves and slices of onion and lemon between each Jayer of her: 
ring. Mix vinegar, mustard, pepper, Sugar, and grated apple if de- 
sired, and pour over herring to cover. Rub milch through a sieve 
into the liquid. Cover jar, and let stand in a coo] place 3 to 6 
days until herring is pickled. 


With Sour Cream 
6 peppercorns 
14 cup vinegar 


Number 2: 

6 milch herring 
1 Jemon, sliced 
2 onions, sliced 2 teaspoons sugar 
2 bay leaves 1 cup sour cream 

Soak herring’ in cold water several hours. Clean, skin and bone 
them, and reserve milch. Slice the herring, if desired. Place in a 
stone jar in layers, with lemon and onion slices, and bay leaves 
and peppercorns. Mash the milch with the vinegar and sugar 
through a sieve onto the herring in jar. Add sour cream. Let stand 
in a cold place 48 hours, 


FRESH HERRING BAKED IN VINEGAR”™ 

3 herrings 1 cup cream, whipped 
1 cup vinegar % cup almonds, ground 
pinch of cayenne 2 egg whites, stiffly beaten 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 

Grind the fish very fine. Add salt, cayenne, chopped onions, 
and lemon juice. Fold in whipped cream, ground almonds, and egg 
whites. Grease timbale molds, and fill with mixture. Place in a 
pan of boiling water in oven, and let cook at 350 degrees for 20 to 
30 minutes or until firm in the center. Unmold on hot plates and 
serve with Tomato or Hollandaise Sauce.

I HAVE ALWAYS told my col- 
leagues on the staff when asked 
about editorials that if ever they 
wanted to write one, they could, 
and if it were well composed and 
fitted in with odr editorial policy, 
we would run it.

Conservativism Facing Change 


HEN Rabbi Morris Adler, known here- 

tofore as a centrist (middle of the road) 
in the Conservative movement, came out blunt- 
ly in an address before the United Synagogue 
Convention in Chicago last week for significant 
changes in the Conservative movement along 
the lines of those urged by its more liberal 
wing, it was no little victory for those who 
believe that Conservatism must adapt itself 
more logically to its environment. 

At the same convention, Rabbi Albert Gor- 
don, executive director of the United Syna- 
gogue, in a recommendation in his annual re- 
port, urged the formation of an experimental 
synagogue “in which experiments from point 
of view of the service, our educations pro- 
grams, etc., can be and should be conducted.” 

This trend in the Conservative Movement 
May or may not be delayed, but its coming 
is certain. Like Reform, it is declaring that 


. it is not a static movement, but one which 


hopes to make Judaism more meaningful in 
our times. Of course there are those who are 


resisting this change, and up to this time, ag 
far as any decisions are concerned, this bloe 
has dominated. 

But it is obvious that changes are being 
made. They are made by the rabbi and lay 
leaders, not without real thought and concer, 
who face the empty pulpits, and who contend 
with lack of spiritual content in the every-day 
lives of their congregants and fellow Jews, 
Even rabbis who resist change, have been 
forced to make changes. 

But there is no need to fear that these 
changes will lead Conservatism to the same 
excesses as characterized Reform. Were Re 
form’s experience in making too many changes 
in Judaism not so near to the present day, 
Conservatism would very likely make the same 
mistakes. But Reform has already shown that 
excess is not the way. Conservatism hag 
the advantage of being able to learn from the 
experiments of Reform and these lessons will 
cause Conservatism to make only those re. 
adjustments that are absolutely necessary.

Britain Is Beneath Contempt 


REAT BRITAIN’S attitude in Palestine 

can now be described an attempt to prove 
at ail costs that England was right, and also 
a long hope that eventually by “muddling 
through” Great Britain may come out the 
winner in the Palestine situation. 

That Britain is not to be moved by minor 
Points, is best seen by her unyielding attitude 
in the face of world public opinion and prin- 
cipally by her intransigence even against pres- 
sure from the United States government. 

In the face of this empire-above-all attitude, 
and the complete ignoring of justice, not alone 


for the Jew but even for the Arab, speeches, 
boycotts, and public opinion will all prove in 
effective. 

Unquestionably the British could do a great 
deal toward ending the conflict in Israel. 

But the British won’t move until Jewish 
arms are successful, 

Then Britain will move, not to see that 
right is done, but to save what she can for 
herself. Meanwhile she hopes against hope that 
the turn of events will put her back in th 
saddle as the ruler of the Near East. 

The English are beneath contempt.

Must Exert Conscious Effort Says The Jew 
ish Chronicle ef London in Its Sermon of the 
Week.—A sympathetic writer, Leroy-Beaulieu, 
has remarked, “There is in every Jew a secret 
power for metamorphosis which has often 
amazed me. He is able to undergo any trans- 
formation while: scarcely ever losing the im- 
press of his race, just as he preserves on his 
body the mark of his religion. He has the re- 
markable faculty of taking on a new skin, with- 
out at bottom ceasing to be a Jew. He is thus 
the man who modifies himself most, and yet 
changes least. In this respect, he is, perhaps, 
unique. ‘There is something protean in him. 
Tife ease with which he transforms himself 
borders on the miraculous. He is like a metal 
in constant state of fusion; he may be cast 
into any mould, and is able to assume any 
shape, without changing his substance, 

This characterization refers to the power of 
adaptability which distinguishes the Jew. It 
fails to take into account the long trail of havoc 
wrought within the ranks of Jewry by the 
deadly evil of assimilation. The number who 
deserted their people and sank their identity 
among their neighbors is incalculable. This 


process of disintegration has gone on through | 
out the existence of the Jewish people.... 

In the modern era, which is reckoned as be 
ginning with Moses Mendelssohn, the rate of 
desertion has accelerated. Ruppin quotes al 
estimate that in the nineteenth century 20;

“He said that was a possibility 
and a danger against which he 
felt he had to warn ‘my people.’ 


“Language can be a misleading 
cover to hide new facts. ‘My peo- 
ple,’ as Rabbi Bernstein used the 
phrase, has a definite meaning; 
it refers to the natural bond of 
all Jews. But it also covers up the 
fact that when the new state came 
into being on May 14, it brought 
a sharp and clear-cut change in 
the political relationships between 
Israelis and Jews of other na- 
tions. 

“Rabbi Bernstein and any other 
Jew in the Diaspora may counsel 
or not, may contribute money or 
not, make work in Diaspora bran- 
ches of Israel institutions or not 
—as he chooses. But no non-citi- 
zen of Israel has the right to 
make any demands whatsoever 
on the government of the new re- 
public. 


“It does not matter, in this case, 
that the demand cuts to the heart 
of governmental policy; the en- 
tire defense strategy and perhaps 
the new state’s chances of survi- 
val may be bound up with the 
tempo and class of its immi- 
gration.

AGREES U. S. JUDAISM MUST WITHER 
AS LONG AS RABBIS ARE SLAVES 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

I wholeheartedly agree with 
the statements of Rabbi David 
Schwartz in his recent letter 
dealing with rabbinical powers. 

It is a most unfortunate. situa- 
tion that many of our co-religion- 
ists do not realize the fact that 
a rabbi is the supreme authority 
in the congregation. “ 

And in many congregations, a 
rabbi even takes orders from his 
congregation. And besides all 
that, a rabbi is not treated like 
a human being in some cases. 
For example, there have been 
cases where a rabbi tried to tell 
the board of directors of his con- 
gregation that according to the 
Talmud, the Schulchan Aruch, 
the Mishnah, this is the law. And 
the board directors repliel that 
the Talmud, the Schulchan Aruch 
and the Mishnah are not paying 


any dues and are only taking up 
space and therefore they have no 
authority in that congregation. 


The members are paying’ the 
dues, say such boards, and what 
they say goes. 

As a result of such treatment, 
a number of rabbis have left 
their rabbinate and gone into 
other professions. The name of 
a congregation is usually preced- 
ed by two Kaphs, which stand for 
the two words “Kehilo Kedosho,” 
which mean Holy Congregation. 
policy decision which bears press- 
ingly on overall defense policies. 


“The critic might say: ‘Of 
what use would it be for Israel 
to temper its need with compass- 
ior, as Rabbi Bernstein has urged 
if that policy extended the war 
indefinitely or—unlikely prospect 
under any circumstances—led to 
defeat and destruction by the 
Arab aggressors.’ 


“But this is not the main argu- 
ment. The fundamental object- 
ion is that the prerogatives of a 
sovereign state include the right 
to make decisions unhindered by 
non-citizens, well-meaning, as in 
Rabbi Bernstein’s case, or other- 
wise. 


“It will be a painful transition 
for world Jewry, especially for 
American Jews who have attainel 
world stature for their leadership 
through the Jewish Agency in 
Palestine in the struggle for a 
Jewish state, to accept this new 
fact of Jewish life. 


“There will be other proposals 
pressed on the Israel government 
in th future. Some will be couched 
as suggestions some will spring 
from the habit of 50 years of Dia- 
spora participation in Yishuvy poli- 
cies. But, suggestion or demand, 
all such pressures on Israel can 
be considered nothing else than 
outside interference with the in- 
ternal affairs of a sovereign state.

CONSERVATIVE RABBIS SEEK 
LIBERALIZED CODE OF LAW 


BY G. M. COHEN 


CHICAGO—The victory of the liberal wing of the Rabbinical 
Assembly over the “rightists” emerged this week as one of the most 
Significant events, though it was not reported on, at the recent 
convention here of the Conservative rabbinate. 

The liberal group, led by Rakiis Ira Eisenstein ‘and William 


Greenfeld, and joined by Rabbis 
Theodore Freidman and Morris 
Adler, who are considered cen- 
trists, were able to put through 
by a narrow margin a resolution 
which may _ revolutionize the 
movement. 
Resolution Major Change 

The resolution, introduced by 
Rabbi Albert I. Gordon, execu- 
tive director of the United Syna- 
gogue of America, authorized en- 
largement of the present Law 
Commission, which rules on all 
questions of Conservative law, to 
include membership from all 
three wings, right left and center. 

The resolution also authorized 
the reporting out of both majority 

and minority reports. 

The effect of the resolution is 
expected to lead to liberalizing 
the Conservative interpretation 
of Jewish law. 

A second resolution called for 
the establishment of a body to 

codify the aims, purposes and 
ideals of the Conservative Group, 
a proposal which appears aimed 
at setting up a code for the Con- 
servative movement. 


Rabbi Friedman pointed out 
two inadequacies in the Hal- 
achah; “the group of laws whose 
basic motivation is no longer 
commonly acceptable” and “the 
category of problems for which 
there is no Halakic precedent.” 

He listed as an example of the 
first group the ineuality of the 
woman in the question of divorce 
and in the second the matter of 
child adoption, which at present 
lists the child whose parents are 
unknown as illegitimate and for 
bids him to marry another Jew. 


Rabbi Friedman in calling for 
changes wanted to know, “If the 
Rabbis of the Talmud recognized 
that circumstance was a factor to 
be reckoned with seriously and 
that at times it was the all im- 
portant factor, can we do less?” 


He listed two choices, “One is 
to permit a creeping paralysis 
to spread through Jewish law 
and thus completely deaden in 
our people the sense of disci- 
pline so indispensable to Jewish 
religious life.

Rabbi Greenfeld, known as q 
leader of the liberal or left group 
criticized “the seeming inability 
of Conservative Judaism to solve 
several major problems in Jewish 
life that demand immediate soly. 
tion.” 

He pointed out that “Conserya. 
tive Judaism has not built up a 
strong second and third gener. 
ation of American Jews.” He said 
that “perhaps the Orthodox re 
serve is still so great that for 
years to come Conservative Syna. 
gogues will have their ranks fill. 
ed by the shift from Orthodoxy.” 

Sparing no terms in his analy. 
sis of the ills of Conservatism, 
Rabbi Greenfeld declared that: 

“While we are discussing the 
trivialities and the minutia, the 
very props of our Jewish life are 
disregarded, violated, and broken, 
Not five in 100 of our members 
are Sabbath observers; not five 
in 100 observe the Dietary Laws; 
not two in 100 are Yoday Sefer; 
and one in 100 cares about our de 
cisions, or, for that matter, the 
legalistic decisions of any group. 
We buzz and we flutter, attempt 
ing to create a stir, a sign of life, 
and the answer is nothingness.” 

Rabbi Greenfeld asked for “a 
law that can be lived. Our rabbis,” 
he declared, “were not hesitant 
when they said, ‘No decree shall 
be an obligation upon a commun 
ity unless the majority of the 
community can abide by it.”

E Dutch-Westphalian Jew, 

whose bones rest in Paris 
and whose sole surviving statues 
found a refuge in the United 
states, should have borne the 
name of Chaim Buckeburg, ac- 
erding to Adolf Bartels, chief 
jiterary historian of the German 
National Socialists. For over a 
century, however, this strange 
and tragic figure has been known 
to the world as Heinrich Heine. 

His spirit has profoundly in- 
fuenced German thought, Ger- 
man literature, German music. 
Homage has been paid to him 
widely beyond the boundaries of 
pis native land. England, France, 
america, Russia, Scandanavia, 
and many other realms have felt 
the force and spell of his person- 
ality. 

The youthful lover in early 
spring still finds in Heine’s 
yerses the perfect expression of 
his dawning emotions and even 
the aged cynic at a winter fire- 
side feels himself in harmony 
with certain moods of this poet. 
The inarticulate human soul that 
weeps in the excess of joy or 
jaughs because of unbearable 
pain finds tongue in him and 
jearns to understand itself. 

Matthew Arnold spoke of 
Heine as the sardonic smile 
wandering over the lips of the 
spirit of the wrold, but this 
designation applies to merely 
a single aspect of a very com- 
plex personality. It is doubtful 
whether any formula, no mat- 
ter how beautiful or apparent- 
ly lucid, can encompass the 
many contradictions within the 
soul of this German and Jew.

HEINE WAS NOT a chance fig- 
ure such as often crops up on the 
literary horizon to enchant with 
sweet lyrics or sparkle with scin- 
tilating wit or add works of arts 
to a language rich in master- 
pieces, 

On the contrary, we encounter 
in him the prophet of a nation at 
the turning point of its political 


development — the German na- 


tion as it neared the end of its 
thousand-year-old struggle for 
unification; we see in him the 
embodiment of a most paradox- 
ical age — an age suckled on out- 
worn medievalism and dreaming 
of liberation through science and 
industrialism; we behold in him 
the pioneer of a people at a crisis 
in its history — the Jewish peo- 
ple as it burst forth from the 
ghetto confines clamoring for 
knowledge and joy and power 
long withheld from it. 

Finally we discover in him the 
best personification of the jag- 
sed modern soul, torn with wh- 
amswered doubts, wrestling 
with despair, complex beyond 
amalysis, and hypersensitive to 
the point of morbidity. 

Heine’s character was a pro- 
duct of his Jewish heredity and 
his German environment. His

the origin of his tragedy. He ever 
sought to escape from it. He al- 
ways returned to it. Now he fied 
from its ascetic severity to the 
fleshpots of a gay world; and 
now, filled with remorse, he re- 
trated to seek refuge in its stern 
serenity. 

In him East met West, the Ori- 
ent clashed with the Occident; 
nay more, in him Jerusalem, 
Athens, Berlin, and Paris strug- 
gled for supremacy. He was the 
frail vessel that must break un- 
der a great mission. 

He was the Jew awakened from 
his medieval dreams who, in his 
mad haste to adjust himself to 
the modern world, overstepped 
himself and rushed on without 
halt or pause for breath until he 
found himself alone on the thres- 
hold of the twenty-first century, 
just as much out of harmony 
with his neighbors, just as little 
understood by his contemporaries 
as ever before.

UPON THIS JEWISH §ssub- 
stratum was superimposed the 
heritage of a great cultural na- 
tion. All the intellectual and emo- 
tional currents that swept over 
Germany from the close of he 
sceptical eighteenth century to 
the idealistic revolution of the 
mid-nineteenth century century 
exercised a profound influence 
upon him. -' 

Dusseldorf—the town of his 
birth, Hamburg—the city of his 
tragic love affair, Frankfort—the 
seat of his brief business career, 
and Munich—the artistic capital 
of Bavaria, introduced him to 
varying aspects of German spir- 
itual life. 

At the Rhenish university of 
Bonn he fell in 1819 under the 
spell of August Wilhelm Schlegel, 
the famous scholar, critic, and 
founder of the Romantic Move- 
ment. 

At Berlin from 1821 on he 
joined the disciples of Hegel, the 
idolized philosopher of the aca- 
demic youth. Romanticism with 
its reverence for the Middle 
Ages, nascent modern Realism 
with its devotion to the present, 
Messianic radicalism with its 
vision of a Utopian future, Welt- 
schmerz, pantheistic optimism, 
and the deepest tones of social 
synicism — all found responsive 
chords in his personality.

After almost 2000 years of 
homelessness, the Jewish people 
have established the republic of 
Israel, a free country, recognized 
by the United States as one of 
the nations of the world. 

It has been a long hard strug- 
gle and it is not over yet, but no 
country has ever been born with- 
out hardship. The men and 
women of Israel are not afraid 
of what lies ahead and they are 
the ones who are face to face 
with it. 

They weren’t afraid when par- 
tition of Palestine into a Jewish 
and Arab state was decided upon 
by the United Nations and the 
Arabs threatened war .They were 
not afraid when the great coun- 
tries of the world decided per- 
haps they had made a mistake 
about partition and wanted to 
change their minds to keep peace 
in Palestine. The Jews just kept 
on fighting the Arabs, and pre- 
paring themselves to run the new 
government when the time came. 

As the British gave up one con- 
trol after another, the Jewish 
men and women took over the 
mails, the means of transporta- 
tion, the police force. They left 
no service unmanned, so that 
Britain’s going would not leave 
the country in confusion. 

On May 15, people all over the 
world said, “It’s impossible for 
a Jewish state to be declared to- 
morrow. The Arabs won’t allow 
it. The British won’t permit it. 
The United States doesn’t want 
it,” 


But on May 15, Israeli, the Jew- 
ish republic was established. The 
world likes a winner. When they 
saw that, in spite of everything, 
the Jews had declared their state, 
the people of other countries de- 
cided not to hinder but, in some 
cases, even to help. Our own Unit- 
ed States was the first to give 
legal recognition. Now the Arab 
countries are considered the ag- 
gressors, and there is hope that 
they will be legally stopped from 
attacking. If law does not stop 
them, Jewish strength and brav- 
ery will. 

The first thing the new state 
is doing is to bring over the ref- 
ugees who have been waiting be- 
hind barbed wire on the Island of 
Cyprus. 

That is one reason we wanted 
a Jewish republic. So that the 
homeless Jews may have a coun- 
try where they can enter freely 
and build new lives—a country 
where their fellowmen need them 
and want them—a country where 
the children may grow up with 
strong bodies and hearts. 

Life in Israel will be much 
like it was in the American colo- 
nies at the beginning of our his- 
tory. Every settlement must be 
cut out of the wilderness with 
backbreaking work. There ave 
Savage enemies lurking on the 
outskirts of the colonies for each 
settler to guard against. There 
are invading armies to be fought 
off. There are all the problems of 
building a government which wil] 
be strong and just and free. 

The American colonist did it. 
The people of Israel will do it, 
too.
